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There is deve i+ - cay a situation waich can seriou- 
sly affect the fur nite Qgigut Jf beputavle wibizens to keep and 
pear arms, Due to th: strats. of the world situation and our prob- 
lems here at home,there is a growing sense or fear and frustration. 
Too many people are assuming extreme attitudes and reactions. Too 
often those who suppert or oppose a varticular idea or action are 
designated communists, radicals, or fanatics. In the midst of all 
this name-calling, some of our finest citizens and some of our 
fundamental belisfs are beine sucjected to ridicule and misunderst— 
anding. Already, those who oppose the registration of privately 
owned firearms are being classified by some as members of the lunatic 
fringe of society. 

What do tose who propose the registration of firearms really 
want? The purpose most rrequontly expressed has to do with the crime 
rate and the desirability of keeping firearms out of the hands of 
criminals and juvenile delinquents. The reasons advanced for such 
a lew are; 

(1) to reduce crime by making it more dificult for undersirables 
to obtain weapons, 

(2) to assist in solving crimes by makint it possible to trace 
the weapon used, 

(3) to aid in the apprehension of criminals by making it 
possible to arrest pe#sons found in possession or unregistered guns, 

(4) to keep suns out of the hands of minors, mental incompet— 
ents, drug addicts and hebitusal drunkards, ete. 

A firearms registration law will not disarm the criminal, but 
such 4 law will discourage the ownership of firearms by reputable 
citizens, By dryinz up the market, such 4 law forces reputable 
firearms manufacturers into other businesses, thereby accelerating 
the disarmament cycle. ‘Ju lesislation oa4n prevent gangsters from 
securing and using guns, but proper legislation can severely penel- 
ize the illegal use of guns and, when properly enforced, can send 
to prison for long periods criminrls who are caught doing so. 

A flrearms registration law will not assist in solving crimes by 
making it possible to trace the weapons used because criminals will 
not register their guns and because many of those used are stolen 
from legitimate owners. aA rirenrns registration law should not be 
used as a means for autnority to stop citizens on the street and 
frisk than or to senreh homes without a warrant. If an enforcement 
officer his legal reason te arrest 2 person or scarch a home, he 
hes enough evidence to do so on some charge more serious than the 
mere possession cf an unregistered firearm. The desire to apprehend 
criminals is not justification for leyilation which circumvents due 
process of law in order to more easily obtain convictions or which 
can meke a unwitting viclator of » prudent, law-abiding citizen. 

A firearms registration law will not kesp cuns out of the hands 
of mrnors or undesirables any more effectively than a simple statue, 
already in existence in most st«tes, pronlbiting the possession of 
firearns by such persons or the srle or transfer of firearms to 
such p=rsons.
